Elder Orson Hyde referred to the 
flood of light and comfort in the 
prayer that had just been read. We 
as a people were called upon to repent, 
and it behoved us to submit to the 
ways of the Lord. When the Holy 
Ghost melted and subdued the rigid 
condition of the heart of man, he 
could then be fashioned into a vessel 
of honor, fitted for the Master’s 


use. 

Elder Orson Pratt said while listen- 
ing to the dedication prayer his mind 
had reflected upon the many dedica- 
tions previously offered in days of old. 
Such dedications, offered up by the 
Priesthood of the Son of God, were 
always attended by the manifesta- 
tions of the power and ness of 
God, whether seen and felt by the 
naked eye or not. How often we 
had experienced quiet sensations of 
joy and gladness, when convened as 
at present, which language utterly 
failed us to describe. In the days 
of Kirtland, in the Temple, many 
had the visions of eternity unfolded 
to them, angels were seen, and pro- 
phecies were uttered, that had grad- 
ually been fulfilling since that time. 
It waa in that Temple the people 
were blessed beyond anything for 
many generations past. It was in that 
Temple that Joseph, the Prophet of 
the last days, received keys and en- 
dowments that pertained to the great 
latter-day work. God was with his 


servant, with his everlasting Priest- 


hood, and his blessing was resting 

upon his people, his bowels of com- 

— were moved towards his 
ople. 

Elder Geo. Q. Cannon said our 
Conference thus far had been very 
interesting to him, and if the many 
items of instruction imparted were 
treasured up in our minds and put in 

ractice, they would prove very bene- 
ficial in their results. Some duties, 
however, stood prominent and espe- 
cially worthy of our attention. One 
was that of self preservation.“ God 
had blessed us with a goodly land. 
He had made it fertile, and blessed 
us also with many other favors. The 
United Order was now preached to 
us, to amalgamate and unite us 
together more closely than we had 
ever been before. Individual stew- 
ardships had been suggested as the 
most feasible way to unite the hearts 
and interests of the people, and was 
now urged by President Young and 
the brethren to be the policy for 
universal adoption throughout the 
Territory. We must become a self- 
sustaining people by introducing and 
encouraging every branch of industry, 


and by combining our means we would 


have all that was n to 

on every manufacturing industry that 
we chose to start. This was one great 
object of the United Order. He then 
referred to the suicidal policy which 
we asa people had been pursuing for 
years, and which, if persisted in, would 
always keep us poor and dependant 
upon foreign people. We ought not 
to have one idle man or woman in 
this country. We did not now supply 
our own wants. 

He spoke with pleasure of the 37 
branches of industry that had been 
introduced in Brigham City, and 
unless outside settlements bestirred 
themselves and entered into similar 
arrangements, they would be under the 
necessity of paying tribute to those at 
Brigham City, by selling them the 
hides and other raw materials, and 
receiving them back in pay when in a 
manufactured condition. 

He then energetically exhorted the 
congregation to wake up to this all- 
absorbing subject, that we might 
become a self-sustaining and pros-

Wuat a glorious reality is ETERNAL LIF! associated with eternal intelligence, 
and eternal happiness, and eternal exaltation, and eternal progression! Eternal 
progression, is a sentence of vast import. Man is a progressive Being. Can 
the philosopber find the boundary line of his progress? As he is to be an 
heir of God,” what will hinder him from possessing almighty power and 
endless dominion? Man through obedience to celestial law will become a 
Ged ! | 

Once upon a time we were reasoning witb a learned but profane man of the 
world on the doctrine of eternal punishment, and also the theory of the disso- 
lution of both body and spirit of the sons of perdition, when they die the 
„second death :” said he, I would rather suffer everlasting torment than 
cease to be.” Such is man’s love for individual, unending, existence. For 
the soul to return to native element in consequence of its impurity, is indeed 
an awful thought to the intelligent mind. After suffering the wrath of God, 
in order to meet the righteous demands of justice and pay the penalty of the 
law which bas been broken, the sons of perdition will die the“ second death,” 
and it is supposed by some, that that is to be no more—tbat they will be dis- 
organized, and that the material of which their spirits and bodies are com- 
posed will be dissolved and return to native element. 

Persons who have not committed the unpardonable sin will be forgiven in 
the spirit world after receiving just punishment for the sins they have com- 
mitted when they have died without repentance. The Savior in the spirit 
went and proclaimed the ‘‘ acceptable year of the Lord,” to the antediluvians, 
who had been in prison from the time of the deluge te the time of the crucifix- 
ion. So it will be at the second appearing of Christ: The Lord shall punish 
the host of the high ones that are on high, and the kings of the earth upon 
the earth. And they shall be gathered together as prisoners are gathered in 
the pit, and shall be shut up in the prison, and after many days shall they be 
visited.” (Isaiah xxiv, 21, 22.)

And surely every man must repent or suffer, for I, God, am endless ; where- 
fore, I revoke not the judgments which I shall pass, but woes shall go forth, 
weeping, wailing and gnashing of teeth, yea, to those who are found on my 
left hand; nevertheless it is not written that there shall be no end to this tor- 
ment, but it is written endless torment. 
2. Again, it is written eternal damnation; wherefore it is more express than 
other scriptures, that it might work upon the hearts of the children of men, 
altogether for my name’s glory; wherefore I will explain unto you this 
mystery, for it is mete unto you to know even as mine apostles. I speak unto 
you that are chosen in this thing, even as one, that you may enter into m 
rest; for, behold, the mystery of Godliness, how great is it? for, behold, 
am endless, and the punishment which is given from my hand, is endless 
punishment, for endless is my name: wherefore— 


Eternal punishment is God’s punishment. 
Endless punishment is God’s punishment. 
Doc. ck Cov., sec. xliv, par. 1, 2. 

There is a verse in the eleventh chapter of Ecclesiastes which we always 
hear misquoted, as follows—‘‘ As the tree falleth so it lieth.” Much religious 
capital has been and still is made out of this perversion. Now the passage in 
question reads, If the clouds be full of rain, they empty themselves upon 
the earth: an: if the tree fall toward the south, or toward the north, in the 
place where the tree falleth, there it shall be.” We do not for a moment 
believe that Solomon had any reference whatever to the soul of man in this 
text. It is simply a moral utterance like that of Socrates—‘‘ Man know thy- 
elf.” We would, however, inform the preacher that a tree as a rule only 
lieth for a season where it falleth—it is generally taken and put to some ase— 
either used as fire wood—to make a table, or something else. 


The loss sustained by those who die in their sins after having heard the 


Gospel, will be very great. Their punishment no man koows—its severity and 
-duration has not been revealed. It has to be realized in order to be under- 
stood. 
The Apostle Paul in speaking of the great future—of the realities of eternity, 
to the Hebrew Saints, says, Le have in heaven a better and an enduring 
substance.” ‘*By faith Abraham looked for a city which hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God.” 

Jesus on the night of His betrayal spoke to His Apostles in very plain terms 
upon this same subject. In my Father’s house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place for you.” 

God and Christ, and the resurrected Saints, together with pure spirits that 
shave not yet taken bodies, and the spirits of just men made perfect,” dwell 
in a glorified world. The planet on which they reside is situated at the head 
of one of the great astronomical centres. There is no space in which there 
‘ds no kingdom.” 

And I, Abrabam, had the Urim and Thummin, which the Lord my God had 
given unto me, in Ur of the Chaldees ; and I saw the Stars that they were very 
great, and that one of them was nearest unto the throne of God; and there 
‘were many great ones which were near unto it; and the Lord said unto me, 
these are the governing ones; and tbe name of the great one is Kolob, because 
it is near unto me, for I am the Lord thy God; I have set this one to govern 
all those which belong to the same order of that upon which thou standest. 
And the Lord said unto me, by the Urim and Thummim, that Kolob was after 
the manner of the Lord, according to its times and seasuns in the revolations 
thereof, that one revolution was a day unto the Lord, after his manner of reck-

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ening, it being one thousand years according to the time appointed unto that 
whereon thou standest. This is the reckoning of the Lord’s time, according 
to the reckoning of Kolob. 

And the Lord said unto me, the planet which is the lesser light, lesser than 
that which is to rule the day, even the night, is above or greater than that upon 
which thou standest in point of reckoning, for it moveth in order more slow: 
this is in order, because it standeth above the earth upon which thou standest ; 
therefore the reckoning of its time is not so many as to its number of days, 
and of months, and of years. And the Lord said unto me, now Abraham, 
these two facts exist ; behold, thine eyes see it: it is given unto thee to know 
the times of reckoning, and the set times, yea the set time of the earth upon 
— — standest, and the set time of the greater light, which is set to rule“ 

e night. 

Now the set time of the lesser light, is a longer time as to its reckoning 
than the reckoning of the time of the earth upon which thou standest. And 
where these two facts exist, there shall be another fact above them, that is, 
there shall be another planet whose reckoning of time shall be longer still ; 
and thus there shall be the reckoning of the time of one planet above another, 
until thou come nigh unto Kolob, which Kolob is after the reckoning of the 
Lord’s time ; which Kolob is set nigh unto the throne of God, to govern all 
those planets which belong td the same order of that upon which thou standest. 
And it is given unto thee to know the set time of all the stars that are set te 
give light, until thou come near unto the throne of God. 

Thus I, Abraham, talked with the Lord, face to face, as one man talketh 
with another; and he told me of the works which his hands had made ; and 
he said unto me, my son, my son, (and his hand was stretched out,) behold, I 
will shew you all these. And he put his hand upon mine eyes, and I saw those 
things which his hands had made, which were many; and they multiplied 
before mine eyes, and I could not see the end thereof: and he said unto me, 
this is Shinehah, which is the Sun. And he said unto me, Kokob, which is 
Star. And he said unto me, Olea, which is the Moon. And he said unto me, 
Kokaubeam, which signifies Stars, or all the great lights, which were in the 
firmament of heaven. And it was in the night time when the Lord spake these 
words unto me, I will multiply thee, and thy seed after thee, like unto these; 
— thou canst count the number of sands, so shall be the number of thy 


And the Lord said unto me, Abraham, I shew these things unto thee before 
ye go into Egypt, that ye may declare all these words. If two things exist, 
and there be one above the other, there shall be greater things above them ; 
therefore Kolob is the greatest of all the Kokaubeam that thou hast seen, 
because it is nearest unto me. Now, if there be two things, one above the 
other, and the moon be above the earth, then it may be that a planet or a star 
may exist above it ; and there is nothing that the Lord thy shall take in 
his heart to do but what he will do it. Howbeit that he made the greater star, 
as, also, if there be two spirits, and one shall be more intelligent than the other, 

et these two spirits, notwithstanding one is more intelligent than the other 
ave no 1 4 they existed before, they shall have no end, they shall 
exist after, for they are gnolaum, or eternal. 

And the Lord said unto me, these two facts do exist, that there are two 
spirits, one being more intelligent than the other; there shall be another more 
eg than they : I am the Lord thy God, I am more intelligent than they 
all. e Lord thy God sent his angel to deliver thee from the hands of the 
priest of Elkenab. I dwell in the midst of them all; I now, therefore, have 
come down unto thee, to deliver unto thee the works which my hands have 
made, wherein my wisdom excelleth them all, for I rule in the heavens above, 
and in the earth beneath, in all wisdom and prudence, over all the intelligences 
thine eyes have seen from the beginning; I came down in the beginning in the 
midst of all the intelligences thou hast seen. 

Now the Lord had shewn unto me, Abraham, the intelligences that were 
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organized before the world was; and among all these there were many of the 
noble and great ones ; and God saw these souls that they were good, and he 
stood in the midst of them, and he said, these I will make my rulers; for he 
stood among those that were spirits, and he saw that they were good ; and he 
said unto me, Abraham, thou art one of them, thou wast chosen before thou 
wast born. And there stood one among them that was like unto God, and he 
said unto those who were with him, we will go down, for there is space there, 
and we will take of these materials, and we will make an earth whereon these 
may dwell ; and we will prove them herewith, to see if they will do all things 
whatsoever the Lord their God shall command them ; and they who keep their 
first estate, shall be added upon; and they who keep not their first estate, 
shall not have glory in the same kingdom with those who keep their first estate; 
and they who keep their second estate, shall have glory added upon their heads 
for ever and ever.— Book of Abraham, P. G. P. 

Aud again, verily I say anto you, he hath given a law unto all things by 
which they move in their times and their seasons ; and their courses are fixed ; 
even the courses of the heavens and the earth, which comprehend the earth 
and all the planets; and they give light to each other in their times and in 
their seasons, in their days, in their weeks, in their months, in their years: 
all these are one year with God, but not with man.” 

„And again, verily I say unto you, the earth abideth the law of a celestial 
kingdom, for it filleth the measure of its creation, and transgresseth not the 
law. Wherefore it shall be sanctified ; yea, notwithstanding it shall die, it 
shall be quickened, and the righteous shall inherit it. (D. & C., sec. 7, pars. 
II. 6.) 

The earth will be purified with fire and it will be changed in part from cor- 


ruption to incorruption, when Christ will descend from heaven to reign on it 


with all His Saints for a thousand years. 

At the time our Lord takes possession of the kingdom there will be a multi- 
tude of little children and infants in the Church militant. What will become 
of them? They will all be quickened by the Spirit of the Lord, but neither 
they nor their parents will receive full immortality, at that time, like those 
resurrected from the dead. Babes and little children will continue to grow 
until they arrive at the full stature, and at the full age of man—the term of one 
hundred years—then they shall die or be changed in the twinkling of an eye 
to a more perfect condition of immortality. Children born to the Saints 
during this reign of righteousness will not taste of death—they will be holy to 
the Lord. They may however, after the thousand years are finished, be sub- 
jected to temptation ; as Satan will exercise power on earth again for a little 
season :”— 

„For, behold, I create new heavens and a new earth: and the former shall 
not be remembered, nor come into mind. 

But be ye glad and rejoice for ever in that which I create : for, behold, I 
create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a joy. 

And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people: and the voice of 
weeping shall be no more heard in her, nor the voice of crying. 

There shall be no more thence an infant of days, nor an old man that hath 
not filled his days: for the child shall die an hundred years old; but the sin- 
ner being an hundred years old shall be accursed. 


And they shall build houses, and inhabit them; and they shall plant vine- 
yards, and eat the fruit of them. 


They shall not build, and another inhabit : they shall not plant, and another 
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at: for as the days of a tree are the days of my people, and mine elect shall 
long enjoy the work of their hands. 

They shall not labor in vain, nor bring forth for trouble; for they are the 
seed of the blessed of the Lorn, and their offspring with them. 

And it shall come to pass, that before they call, I will answer; and while 
they are yet speaking, I will hear. 

The wolf and the lamb shall feed together, and the lion shall eat straw like 
the bullock : and dust shall be the serpent’s meat. They shall not hurt nor 
destroy in all my boly mountain, saith the Lonp.”—(Isaiah 65, 17—265.) 

But the sinner being an hundred years old shall be accursed.” The rem- 
nants of the gentile nations—the men, women and children—of the ungodly, 
hose lives are prolonged for a season and time“ will increase on earth and 
enjoy the benefits of God’s heavenly order of government during the millen- 
nium. None of them will fall asleep, for death is banished from the world. 
Not being in the covenant however, they are “‘ accursed,” as touching salvation 
in the celestial kingdom of God. After the thousand years are finished and 
Satan is unbound they will readily yield to his temptations—will marshal them- 
#elves in battle array against the Saints as it is written, ‘‘ And when the thou- 
#and years are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of his prison. And shall go 
out to deceive the nations which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and 
Magog, to gather them together in battle : the number of whom is as the sand 
of the sea. And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed 
the camp of the Saints about, and the beloved city: and fire came down from 
God out of heaven, and devoured them.”—(Rev. 20, 7-9.) This is the end 
of the wicked on earth. After which they will all be resurrected, and judged, 
and consigned to their proper places of abode. 

We shall treat upon the happiness, privileges; honors, and eternal union in 
«celestial marriage, of the immortalized Saints in our next. E. H.
